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WEST PALM BEACH FLOODING

Just a note about our “‘adventure”’ on Turkey Day this past Nov. 
when I turned on the repeater on 07/67 this past Thanksgiving, I got 
a call from Allen Richter, W4PHL, the communications coor- 
dinator for Palm Beach County Division of Emergency 
Management, asking for amateur participation in a flooding 
situation in the center of West Palm Beach. During the period from 
two in the morning until six a.m., a total of 7 inches of rain had 
fallen in a one square mile area in West Palm Beach. The rest of the 
county had rain but not to this extent. 

Since this was localized, not too many people outside of the af- 
fected area were aware of the severity of the problem. C.D. asked 
that we activate the E.0.C. operating positions and dispatch 
operators to the area, to the Red Cross H.Q. and to the local trans- 
portation bus barn. Within 10 minutes after having been called Joe 
Macy, AA4JM, reported to the EOC, WA4HXZ was enroute to the 
affected area, and WA4FAP reported to the bus barn. Other 
amateurs were dispatched to the Red Cross shelter and to R.C. Hq. 

More than 300 people were evacuated from the area, electricity 
was shut off, and emergency measures were invoked for the next 48 
hours. The amateur net was secured at 4 p.m. on Thursday but was 
activated again by county officials at 7 a.m. on Friday because of 
the worsening weather conditions. The Friday net was secured at 
5:30 p.m. 

Since this was a holiday, virtually none of the county offices were 
open except the Div. of Em. Mgt. All of the communications was 
handled by amateurs except those of the Sheriff’s Dept. Even the 
Transportation Dept. communications was out of order because of 
the high water. the entire emergency depended upon amateur 
radio. Once again the amateurs of Palm Beach County came forth 
and performed admirably. 

All of the county officials from the county administrator to all of 
the county commissioners were aware of the roll that amateur 
radio played. Through the efforts of Mr. B.T. Kennedy, director of 
Div. of Em. Mgt. and Allan Richter, his communications director, a 
Resolution of Commendation was issued by the county com- 
missioners (’84-’85) on Dec. 18, 1984 thanking the amateurs of Palm 
Beach County for their participation in this emergency.

ORANGE BOWL ACTIVITIES 

Once again, Dade County ARPSC amateurs were very active in 
the 1985 Orange Bow] activities. It started with the Junior Orange 
Parade in Coral Gables Dec. 29, 1984, with 8 amateurs providing 
communications for the JOB Officials. 

Dec. 31st — Then the next day came The King Orange Parade 
which was nationally televised. Again some 18 amateurs coor- 
dinated the communications to get all the buses in the lot at 
Bayfront Park, to get the parade moving on time and getting it 
stopped for the TV coverage at the correct time. This year 2 meter 
simplex was used on all events, except the Junior Orange Bowl 
Parade. Simplex in the Orange Bow! on the low power worked 
perfectly, better in some places than the Motorola HT-90s some of 
the O.B. Officials were using. During the O.B. night parade two 
simplex frequencies were used. One for parade movement and the 
other for the emergency tugs and other odd jobs. Both NCSs were in 
contact with each other separated by only a couple blocks. 

Jan. 1st. — Next came the big Orange Bowl Game with 9 
amateurs working with O.B. officials in providing private inter- 
comm communications throughout the large Orange Bowl com- 
plex. Not only did they handle communications, they did many 
other odd jobs that popped up. If you saw the half-time show you 
will realize the tremendous amount of work that had to be ona split- 
time-basis. Mr. Gene Cokeroft, Asst. O.B. Production Director, 
said, ““‘The amateurs did an outstanding job, and we surely want 
them back next year. . .”’ 

The biggest project of all O.B. activities, Jan. 5th, was the O.B. 
Marathon. With two thousand runners, and about a dozen 
wheelchairs in the event, 91 amateurs using 5 repeaters to cover the 
entire 26 mile run. An amateur was at each mile marker, plus all 
first aid stations, with the Coral Gables Police, the Miami Police 
Hq., the WIOD Radio mobile van (who gave amateur radio ex- 
cellent publicity) and other key points along the route.

A Reminder to Operators of All Modes

While I defend George X Sand’s (W4EOB) right of free speech, 
and commend SKIP for its equal time policy, I am saddened by the 
frenzy and the fury of George’s tirade against the phone ‘‘no code” 
operator in the January issue of SKIP. And, while I am reasonably 
certain that there are mitigating circumstances for George’s 
dramatic outburst, I am even more saddened that the temper of his 
rhetoric is a typical example of the disunity which unfortunately is 
increasing at an alarming rate within our ranks. A divisivness 
which is tearing us apart while our common enemies wait on the 
sidelines for our demise. 

If I may reflect for just a moment of nostalgia. When I span in 
retrospect the intervening decades since I tapped on my first key, I 
find it difficult to pinpoint a period when, from the puriest’s point of 
view, Ham radio was solely the CW operator. It certainly had to be 
before I passed the 20 WPM code check for my first Commercial 
license. Perhaps it was before I built my first chemical rectifier 
using aluminum and lead electrodes and a solution of 20-mule team 
borax and water in 48 of my mother’s jelly jars. And it certainly 
had to be before I unknowingly intruded on FM courtesy of loop 
modulation using a carbon mike and a turn of lamp cord inserted in 
the grid side of my transmitter’s tank coil. And, with due respect 
for George’s sincere but subjective opinion, Ham radio is certainly 
not now solely the CW operator. In fact, CW is unfortunately a 
proportionately smaller and fast decreasing part of Ham radio. 

But, the important questions facing us today are not who or what 
is Ham radio, but where is Ham radio going? And with our present 
propensity to self destruct some pertinent questions are in order: 

Of course the first question is how long is it going to take us to get 
where we are heading? 

Are you familiar with the Amateur Radio Code, and do you make 
a conscious effort to abide by it? 

Have you talked to the FCC recently and/or are you cognizant of 
their opinion of Amateur radio? 

Have you read any of Wayne Green’s recent editorials com- 
menting on the dangers within and without our ranks which 
threaten our very existence? And do you honestly believe that these 
dangers threatening the integrity of Ham radio are exaggerated? 

And, in regards to George’s reference to the ‘‘no code”’ farce, for 
all those who do not believe that ‘‘no code’’ exams are inevitable, 
have you any other suggestions to increase the waning interest in 
Amateur radio and thus decrease the adverse attitude of the FCC? 

Amateur radio is much more than just a hobby of diverse in- 
terests. It is also a rewarding and purposeful avocation with a 
significant impact on the welfare, the economic structure and the 
defensive posture of our nation. An avocation worthy of every effort 
to save it. And the best and quickest way to start this effort is to 
realize that our ranks are fraught with divisiveness, and to admit 
that to compromise is much wiser than to self destruct.

FAA REPORTS AIRPORT X-RAYS 
NOT HARMFUL TO DISKS 

Because computerists traveling through airport security devices 
have shown concern for their disks and bubble memories, the FAA 
in a recent newspaper article in the Ft. Lauderdale Times/Sun 
Sentinel reports that the magnetic fields generated by their metal 
detectors are very weak, typically 1 gauss. Designed that way with 
pacemaker wearers in mind, it is considered safe, since it would 
take 200 to 300 gauss to damage magnetic storage materials such as 
tapes and magnetic disks, said Dr. William Wall of the FAA 
aviation security technical center near Atlantic City, N.J. Wall said 
that the typical X-ray machine used to examine luggage generates 
a weak field about 1,000 times less than levels that would damage 
solid state components, and pose no threat to magnetic tapes. 

It was also mentioned that should anyone feel uneasy about 
exposing their equipment to security devices, they have a right to 
have it hand inspected according to the FAA.

WHAT IS PACKET RADIO? 
By Bill Whitaker, WD4JKM 

Packet Radio is a digital communications method that was 
adopted from a commercial system used to transfer data at high 
sped from one institution to another over land lines and microwave 
circuits. 

It incorporates a handshaking technique ensuring error free 
communication at speeds up to 19,200 EPS, although current 
hardware limits its usefulness to 1200 baud, and FCC restricts its 
use to 300 baud below 28 MHz. 

Along with each transmission a computer value called a frame 
check sequence (FCS) is sent which allows the receiving station to 
check for errors. The receiving station acknowledges an error-free 
packet with a special acknowledgement (ACK) signal. If the 
sending station does not receive such a signal within a certain 
period of time, it automatically retransmits the packet. A packet 
also contains identification of the destination station, permitting 
several QSO’s to take place on the same frequency. A packet radio 
station can automatically ignore any packets which are not ad- 
dressed to it. Due to the fact that the duration of most packet 
transmissions is very short, a user does not need the channel most 
of the time. The time interval between transmissions is available to 
other users. 

One of the most intriguing aspects of the mode is that each station 
in a network has the capability of being programmed to remotely 
relay packets extending the geographic range of the network. Such 
a system opens up all sorts of interesting possibilities. The ARRL, 
AMSAT and numerous local area networks (LANS) are currently 
engaged in preliminary organization of such a system, including 
the linking of these LANS via PackSat, the packet radio satellite 
scheduled for launch in 1986. The system will have the capability of 
message routing to any part of the globe probably within 12 hours. 
Such a system could revolutionize the national traffic system and 
provide access to any part of the world to the average ham with 
only minimal VHF/UHF capabilities. 

The cost of getting in on the ground floor of this most 
revolutionary mode of communication available to the radio 
amateur believe it or not can be as little as the cost of an average 
handheld transceiver for 2-meters, even if you don’t presently own 
a home computer.

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BACK TO BASICS 
de WB4GHU 


This month I will assist you with the initial process of composing 
a formal message for transmission on a traffic net. 

The overview of a message reveals that there are four distinct 
parts to a message: 1) Preamble; 2) Address; 3) Text; 4) 
Signature. Each of these parts is equally important, and the degree 
of care taken to properly construct each portion will determine the 
degree of success in getting your message delivered. With this in 
mind, set out your CD 218, and we'll start with the Preamble. 

The first item in the preamble is the MESSAGE NUMBER. It is 
mandatory. Use whatever numbering system you choose, but try 
not to be too radical. Common accepted practice is to begin with 
number 1 each January and number consecutively through the 
year. Another system begins with a new number each month. Use 
whatever works for you, but, as I said, try not to be radical. 

Next comes the PRECEDENCE, or degree or urgency of your 
message. You will often hear nets asking for ‘‘Priority or time- 
value traffic’? somewhere near the beginning of the net. This is an 
example of the fact that NON-routine traffic is handled before 
routine traffic on nets. Most messages are designated as 
ROUTINE; however, some PRIORITY traffic is handled during 
normal times. WELFARE traffic sometimes bears the designation 
INQUIRY (Q on CW), and should be used only during an 
emergency situation, with that use being ENCOURAGED as 
coming FROM the disaster area. (PLEASE don’t swamp a disaster 
area with INCOMING welfare inquiries! ). During normal times, 
there should never be a use for an EMERGENCY precedence; if 
the phones are operational, use them. The nature of the 
EMERGENCY precedence denotes traffic of an urgent nature 
during a disaster. 

An optional item comes next: HANDLING INSTRUCTIONS. 
They are detailed on your OpAid, and a future column will be 
devoted more fully to them. 

The next item is one which is sometimes confused; it is the 
callsign of the FIRST station to actually TRANSMIT the message

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over an amateur radio using proper message format. If you call 
someone on the phone with a message to be sent, that station should 
construct his own preamble, using his OWN callsign, not yours. 
Similarly, if you are talking to someone on the air and ask him to 
send a message for you, UNLESS you put the message into the 
proper format and send it to him over the air, that station should 
again construct his own preamble, using HIS callsign, not yours. 
REMEMBER: the callsign of the originating station is the one who 
first transmits the message over amateur radio in its proper for- 
mat. 

The CHECK is next; simply put, it is a count of the number of 
words in the text. Since this is sometimes a confusing item, a future 
column will be devoted to it, as well. 

The PLACE OF ORIGIN, is next. Don’t make the mistake of 
thinking that this is always the place of residence of the originating 
station. It is, literally, the PLACE of origin. If you are in a large 
metro area and originate a message for someone in an adjacent 
city, the name of that city is the place of origin, not the name of 
your city. If you originate traffic while on a trip, the place of origin 
is where you happen to be at the time, not where you live. 

The FILING TIME is next; it’s optional on routine messages and 
mandatory on emergency or priority traffic. If you use it, UCT is 
recommended. 

The DATE is the last item in the preamble. “‘Today’s date”’ is 
NOT accepted useage! The date consists of the current month and 
day — that’s all. No year is needed. The format dd/mm/yy is not 
acceptable useage, either. 

Now that I have given you a brief but sufficient rundown on the 
preamble to a message, keep your CD 218 handy, dig out the ad- 
dress of someone you’d like to send a message to, and get ready for 
next month’s column. Until then, keep listening to traffic nets and 
check in when you can.

VHF LINE 
By John Moore, W5HUQ 
Well, since last month the decline in solar activity has continued 
its steady pace. The solar flux is in the 70’s now and during the peak 
in 1979 and 1980, it reached highs of over 300. Some may ask what 
does solar flux have to do with my talking on my radio. Well, if all 


you want to do is talk across town on the bands above 20 meters, it | 


has nothing to do with your talking on your radio. However, if you 
want to chase DX, possibly snagging that elusive CEOAA, then 
solar flux becomes of great importance. The solar flux is a measure 
of the sun’s activity and we all know that the radiation from the sun 
is what ionizes the layers of the atmosphere which enables us to 
communicate at distances greater than line of sight. 


As previously mentioned, many different types of propagation 
exist in the VHF/UHF spectrum. For the 6 meter band, the most 
predominent mode is E layer propagation. E layer propagation can 
be single hop, double hop, or an many as 4 or 5 hops. The normal 
distance for E layer propagation is from 500 to 1,400 miles per hop 
for six meters. Multi hop contacts are not unusual on 6 meters. E 
layer propagation is most prominent during the months of May 
through August. 

Another mode for 6 meters is F2, with distances of up to 10,000 
miles possible. F2 propagation is most prominent during the peak 
of the solar cycle and during the months of October through 
December. With the advent of all the new equipment on the market, 
all you DX chasers, it is possible to work DXCC on 50 Mhz. It is not a 
feat that will be accomplished in 1 year only, but it is now possible. 


Another mode of propagation on 6 meters is TE or Trans- 
Equatorial. Living in Florida enables us to take advantage of this 
mode. Distances of up to 2,500 miles to either side of the equator is 
possible. This mode is most prominent during the months of 
January through April, with occasional openings during other 
months. The most realistic times to look for this mode are late 
afternoon and early evening. 

Another mode for propagation on 6 meters is tropo-ducting. 
Although somewhat rare on 6 meters, it does occur. Tropo-ducting 
is the one mode that is not related to the solar activity. Tropo- 
ducting is created by a mass of cold air at high altitude trapping a 
mass of warm air and then another mass of cold air coming in 
below and creating a duct for the signal to follow. As I stated, this 
mode is very rare on 6 meters, but it does occur occasionally. 


Also a very good ground wave range exists on 6 meters. Another 
mode available on 6 meters is forward scatter. This mode, 
however, takes very high power and very good antennas. It is a 
reliable mode for north/south propagation available on 6 meters. 
Other bands will be discussed later. 


Since last month, six meters has had numerous E openings to 
New England, the Midwest, and Western U.S. As this is being 
written, the 6 meter band is open to Oklahoma, Texas, Arkansas, 
Missouri, and other states in the Midwest. Signals are very strong, 
60 db over S9. With this type opening, it is possible to work most 
stations with 10 watts or less and a modest antenna. 


I know many have never tried 6 meters because of the TVI 
problems. I will not try to minimize them, but with a properly in- 
stalled system, TVI is non-existent, except for TV sets that are in 
poor operating condition. I run a full kilowatt and have had very 
few problems. So as I have heard many times, try it, you’ll like it.
